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REPORT. 


In  presenting  their  lteport  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  1892,  the  Committee  hare  satis- 
faction in  drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Institu- 
tion, founded  in  1793,  attains  now  its  hundredth 
anniversary.  An  event  of  such  general  interest  will, 
it  is  hoped,  receive  special  and  substantial  recognition. 

A passing  tribute  is  due  to  the  wisdom  and  intelli- 
gence of  the  founders  of  the  Institution,  which  are  shown 
in  the  fact  that  the  occupations,  namely,  basket  work 
and  needlework  in  their  various  forms,  together  with 
music,  originally  introduced  for  the  blind,  are  still 
vigorously  pursued,  and  that  for  those  with  an  aptitude 
for  them  no  better  resources  have  been  discovered,  but 
to  these  have  been  added  chair-caning,  mat-making,  and 
other  industries. 


The  Committee  have  now  the  pleasure  of  submitting 
a statement  of  the  past  year’s  work.

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Four  of  the  pupils  who  left  seived  the  full  time  in  the 
Asylum — two  of  these  are  following  the  trades  they 
have  been  taught,  with  some  prospect  of  success ; a third, 
in  addition  to  some  trade  knowledge,  was  a good 
musician  and  pianol'orte-tuner,  and  may  he  expected  to 
do  well ; the  fourth  developed  no  ability  of  any  kind. 
The  other  pupils  left  at  various  periods  short  of  the  seven 
years  upon  which,  in  nearly  all  cases,  success  depends. 
The  Committee,  however,  have  sometimes  to  acquiesce 
in  the  removal  of  pupils  without  approving  of  the 
reasons  of  their  friends  for  doing  so. 

The  demands  for  admission  to  the  Asylum  show 
that  the  Institution  maintains  its  popularity  as  an 
ameliorating  agency  for  those  afflicted  with  blindness. 

Mr.  C.  H.  B.  Elliot,  H.M.  Inspector,  who  takes  a 
kindly  interest  in  the  work,  reports  as  follows : — 

“ The  School  was  examined  later  this  year  than 
usual,  and,  owing  to  special  difficulties,  was  seen  under 
somewhat  unfavourable  circumstances.  The  work  of 
the  lower  section  of  the  day  school  is  very  fair.  The 
upper  section  also  passed  creditably  in  the  subjects  in 
which  they  were  examined.  In  the  night  school  the 
scholars  are  evidently  interested  in  their  work.  Con- 
siderable advance  has  been  made  in  drill  this  year ; 
the  girls  enjoy  the  exercise,  and  go  through  it  well.” 

Mr.  Samuel  ltootham  reports  most  favourably  of 
the  progress  made  in  the  musical  department.  He  states 
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that  church-music  keeps  well  up  to  the  standard, 
the  quarterly  concerts  are  much  improved,  and  that 
the  public  take  increased  interest  in  them. 

Miss  D.  Blinkhorn’s  report  of  the  younger  pupils 
is  also  very  satisfactory. 

One  of  the  female  pupils  who  displayed  considerable 
musical  talent  and  an  aptitude  for  imparting  it,  was, 
with  a view  to  her  becoming  a teacher  here,  transferred 
to  the  Royal  Normal  College  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  J . F. 
Campbell,  who,  with  Mrs.  Campbell,  visited  the  Asylum 
and  gave  the  Committee  some  valuable  suggestions  for 
the  improvement  of  the  teaching  generally.  In  order  to 
carry  out  these  suggestions  it  was  found  nocessary  to 
obtain  some  new  instruments  and  to  renovate  the  old 
ones,  the  cost  of  which  appears  as  a separate  item  in  the 
accounts. 

Several  important  and  imperatively  necessary 
improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  the 
Committee  found  it  impossible  to  limit  the  expenditure 
to  the  ordinary  income,  causing  an  adverse  balance  of 
£253  18s.  lid.  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  water  from  the  well,  which  for  many  years 
was  wholesome  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  began  to 
fail,  and  the  Water  Company’s  supply  had  to  be  intro- 
duced for  domestic  uses.  The  old  drainage,  part  of 
which  passed  under  the  building,  having  betrayed 
defects,  the  whole  system  was  modernised  and  diverted 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 
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Dr.  A.  W.  Prichard,  who  for  nearly  15  years 
acted  as  Hon.  Surgeon  to  the  Asylum,  from  increasing 
professional  engagements  finds  it  impossible  now  to  do  so, 
but  has  kindly  consented  to  remain  as  honorary  consult- 
ing occulist.  The  Committee  have  secured  the  services 
of  Dr.  James  Swain  as  medical  officer. 

In  concluding  their  lteport,  the  Committee  desire 
to  thank  all  those  who  have  assisted  them  in  the  work 
during  the  past  year,  which  has  been  one  of  unusually 
heavy  but  ncccssaiy  expenditure,  and  to  solicit  increased 
support  to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  the  accounts. 
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CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 

The  review  I take  of  the  past  year  is  one 
which  gives  me  unqualified  satisfaction.  In  point 
of  moral  tone,  behaviour,  and  manner  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils  of  the  Institution,  I do  not  think  I 
could  desire  anything  better.  It  is  obvious  I cannot 
speak  with  the  same  confidence  on  the  work  of 
Grace  among  them.  That  I leave,  while  labouring, 
to  the  Searcher  of  hearts,  with  the  belief  that  the 
“labour  will  not  bo  in  vain  in  tho  Lord.”

During  the  last  year  I am  sorry  to  have  to 
record  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a great  deal  more 
illness  in  your  Institution  than  in  any  of  the  fifteen 
years  daring  which  I have  been  connected  with  it. 

This  was  in  part  due  to  certain  defects  in  the 
sanitary  arrangements,  which  have  been  thoroughly 
looked  into,  and  both  the  drainage  and  the  water 
supply  have  been  extensively  altered,  and  now  I 
believe  that  the  Asylum  is  in  as  healthy  a state  as  it 
can  he.

the  total  sum  which  would  have  been  charged  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  child  if  relieved  in  the  Workhouse  during 
tlio  same  period),  and  in  the  conveyance  of  such  child  to 
and  from  the  same,  and  in  the  case  of  death,  the  expenses  of 
Ins  or  her  funeral.

pedient to  extend  the  said  section.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  as

in  the  administration  of  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

Provided  always  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorise  any  subscription  to  any  Asylum  or  Institution  unless 
the  Local  Government  Board  be  satisfied  that  the  paupers 
under  the  Guardians  have,  or  could  have,  assistance  therein 
in  case  of  necessity.
